Blackening The Market 
T-HE FIRST EFFECT of the new plan to 
•* 
cheapen the cost of meat will be to add 


more confusion to that already created by the 
Office of Price Stabilization. 


The next effect, unless human nature has 


changed without notice, will be to underwrite 
a flourishing black market in meat, starting 
lometime before next fall, when the plan takes 
hold. 


This prospect is guaranteed by the fact that 


any government interference in the marketing 
of meat, or any other commodity, has the ef- 
fect of diminishing the available supply. 


The O.P.S. plan to cheapen the cost of meat 


will be no exception. It encourages meat pro- 
ducers to get rid of their animals before the 
price reductions go in effect. 
The black mar- 


ket will begin to flouish when consumers buy 
directly from producer, paying whatever is 
necessary to obtain what they want. 


Slaughterers will start up in business over- 


night, to fill orders for meat in violation of 
regulations. That Is when the housewife will 
be told at the butcher shop that the ceiling on 
meat is such-and-such—with no meat to be had 
under the ceiling. 


Inflation control is a wonderful thing—for 


the other fellow. In this case, the other fellow 
is the citizen who raises meat animals. It is 
going to be pretty hard to explain to him why 
he, alone, should be expected to forego the 
pleasure of pocketing easy money.

could be solved for nothing by not having any 
more races. A horse race is one form of gam- 
bling that cannot be concealed. 
It exists for 


the gambling it makes possible. 
If it did not 


exist, no more gambling would be possible, 
and there would be no more problams grow- 
lag out of the gambling problem, 


kids bloodily sweating out the 


Red Chinese in Korea, but it's 
only an 8 per cent war in Wash- 
ington. Nine -months after the 
first invading guns sent shells 
across the parallel, our military 
strategists have asked for only 8 
per cent of our total output—al- 
though they've created an all- 
out emergency. 


And furthermore, by 1952, these 


military planners, if you'll excuse 
the expression, will be asking for 
only 15 per cent of what we're 
turning out, but will be tying up 
enough raw stuff to cripple many 
an industry. 


To put it bluntly, there is the 


most chaotic war planning in our 
history — and the charge comes 
not from critics of the White 
House, but from its best friends, 
the labor leaders, whose experts 
painstakingly have gathered docu- 
mentary evidence to back up their 
accusations. 


These labor men charge that 


this emergency-without - urgency 
has skyrocketed the prices of 28 
basic commodities needed in our 
daily lives—by 40 to 49 per cent 
above the all-time high reached 
right after Korea. 


The result is that money is 


short. People, by the millions, 
just aren't buying anything ex- 
cept what they need for their 
daily chores and household ta- 
bles. The result is that the civilian 
manufacturers who still h a v e 
enough metal to turn out refrig- 
erators, washing machines, tele- 
vision sets and a thousand other 
gadgets which make a home liv- 
able and comfortable find their 
stuff isn't moving and must be 
stock-piled. 


The favorite gag in Washington 


today is that "the only shortage 
so far is a shortage of ware- 
houses". 


AS THE stuff piles up, news 


comes of workers being laid off 
in small batches around the na- 
tion. Add to this the fact that the 
government is seizing huge stores 
of such vital raw materials as 
aluminum and you'll see why 
thousands of little businessmen 
are worried about being forced 
out of business by the lack of 
raw materials lying idle in federal 
stock piles. 


But they're not the only ones 


worried. Ask John Lewis about 
his concern over jobless and part- 
time coal diggers. Talk to the 
steelworkers' leaders. 


These C.I.O. men will tell you 


of sharp confusion inside the De- 
fense Department. They will tell 
you 
bitterly 
that government 


agencies do not know even how 
much steel they used in military 


production In January or Febru- 
ary—or how much steel or al- 
uminum the seemingly unworried 
war departments will need in 
May, June or July. They haven't 
decided on how many tanks we'll 
need. Nor how many fighting and 
bombing aircraft we want. 


Talk to the C.I.O.'s auto union 


chiefs and they'll tell you that it 
takes almost four to six months 
to train a good man for the war 
weapons or airplane 
assembly 


lines. 


And they'll reveal that the in- 


dustry's 
employers 
just 
don't 


know how many men to add to 
the pay roll. So this lack of plan- 
ning means, on this specific front, 
that every order for stuff needed 
abroad will just be delayed by 
half a year while a mechanical

NATURALLY, the war boards 


will grab off enormous amounts 
this summer so they won't be 
blamed for not having the stuff 
around in the event the Defense 
Department decides an 8 per cent 
war just isn't enough.

and copper lies around in huge 
and idle piles, the 92 per cent of 
.the nation's business which has 
not been asked to go to war will 
suffer.

j prices are high and people aren't 


buying because they're confused 
by this war which isn't a war. 


An amusing but deeply psycho- 


logical reflection of this fear is

AYBE IT'S time again to have 
a little visit about newspap- 


ers and television. 


To one who has spent half a 


century 
with newspapers 
and 


been with radio from its incep- 
tion, there seems to be a lot of 
loose talk going around. 


It's the same kind of talk that 


accompanied the advent of the 
motion picture and the radio. 
This chronicler was in on both. 


Forty years ago he had the eye- 


sight of the nation ruined. We 
were to become a sightless race 
from the jumping figures on the 
"flicker screen", we called it. 


Before radio had cut its eye- 


teeth he was so sure that it was 
a passing fad that he sold what 
became a 50,000-watt clear chan- 
nel radio station for $6,000. 


So, you see, I am an authority 


—not by reason of my mistakes) 
but by reason of the old saw, "If 
you can't lick 'em, join 'em." 
Which I did—both of 'em—and 
have lived happily ever after. 


Frequently people marvel at 


the stability and growth of news- 
papers in the face of new ways to 
distribute news and to take the 
time of the people. Every time a 
new gadget appears the fidgets 
start all over again and those who 
haven't been through it get a lot 
of wrong answers. 


Again let it be said, and ab- 


sorbed, that no useful thing will 
perish unless its functions are no 
longer In demand. 


More than for any other rea- 


son, that is why the newspaper 
has survived and grown to twice 
its former stature in the era of 
new mediums which some be- 
lieved would take its place. In- 
stead, they stimulated it. 


THE FUNCTIONS of a news- 


paper are performed by nothing 
but a newspaper. 
Within the 


scope of present scientific knowl- 
edge no other means exists to 
produce and deliver what the 
newspaper gives the people; what 
they want, when they want It. 


Why hasn't radio made the 


newspaper obsolete? Why have 
newspaper reading, circulations 
and advertising lunged to a point 
where there isn't enough paper 
upon which to print? It has hap- 
pened since the birth of radio. 


It's a simple answer. Radio

hasn't duplicated the most Im- 
portant newspaper content, nor 
can television. They can't be- 
cause they haven't the physical 
capacity to do so; because there 
isn't time enough on the clock, if 
indeed the people had the time to 
watch and listen. 


Let us assume, which I do not 


grant, that everything that radio 
and television deliver could as 
well be eliminated from news- 
papers. That, for example, since 
radio had told that Truman fired 
MacArthur the newspapers need 
not print it, because everybody 
already knew—which, big a story 
at it wai, again I do not grant. 


Take out of every newspaper 


all that radio says all day, all 
night every station, every net- 
work—and you'll still buy and 
read a newspaper. Take off of 
radio all that appears in the 
newspapers and it would hardly 
be worth $6,000 to get that 50,- 
000-watter back. 


THERE ARE countless people 


who seldom look at the front 
page of a newspaper. There al- 
ways have been. They dive in- 
side for the local news, the tiny 
hidden items about their friends, 
the sports schedule, the social 
calendar, the deaths, the births, 
the rescue of a treed cat, a nice 


little boost for a neighbor, a pic- 
ture of Willie's graduating class, 
that ballyhoo for their favorite 
project or charity; for the time 
the feature goes on, the dialogue 
of the City Hall row, the letters 
to the editor, their shopping 
guide, the best place to buy this 
or that, the food ads that save 
them countless dollars, the fun- 
nies, the damned editorials that 
they don't agree with, the pages 
of want ads, to learn that they 
misunderstood 
or forgot 
whal 


they heard over the air—oh yes, 
and to learn what's on the radio 
today. 


Now, brother, just suppose thai 


everything for which you buy 
newspaper, to read at y o u r 
leisure, clip out and save if you 
like, was given only over the 
radio or depicted on television 
and to get it you had to be there 
when. Just how would you sup- 
port your family or find dinner 
ready when you got home? 


What's all the 
fuss about? 


There's a place for all of them 
and they're all swell guys. 


But listen, parents, see that 


your youngsters read their loca 
papers or they might as wel 
grow up in Shangri-la — anc 
there'll be no more Joel Kopper- 
mans.
